1. The .German Political Crisis. 


Since December 5th when Dr. Luther resigned after the signing 
of the Locarno Treaties, Germany has been in the throes of a 
cabinet crisis. Though at the request of President von Hindenburg 
the Luther Government remained in office, various efforts have 
been made to find it a successor. 

The first attmnpt was made early in tc year by Herren 
Fehrenbach (Centre) and Koc (Democrat) to forma "Grand Coalition? 
consisting of the Peqle's Party, the Centre, the Bavarian Group, 
the Democrats and the Socialists. These negotiations continued 
fruitlessly until January 10th, when President Hindenburg intimated 
that further procrastination in the formation of a Government was 
intolerable, and requested the two leaders to arrive at a decision | 
of some kind without delay, adding that if with@n two days 
nothing had been accomplished, he would take further steps for 
finding a Government. 

Twenty-four hours feverish negotiation reulted in the refusal 
of the Socialist Party to join a "Grand Coalition", all hopes of 
which were thus finally abandoned. At once the President 
summoned Dr. Luther and authorized him to form a Government of 
the Middle Parties, i.e. the German People's Party (Herr Syresemann) 
the Centre Party and the Democrats. It was hoped that such a 
Cabinet would in a crisis command the support, or at least the 
benevolent neutrality, of the Bavarian People's Party and the 
Economic Party. 

January 14th and 15th were spent by Dr. Luther in the usual 
consultations with Party leaders, in which he met with little or 
no success; negotiations were even broken off on the afternoon of 
the second day, but were able to be resumed in the evening. The 
princimay difficulties met with were the almost impossible task 
of reconciling the claims of the various parties to portfolios 
in t*e new Cabinet, and strong opposition of the Nationalist Party 
to the inclusion of Herr Koch, whose socialist proclivities they 
suspect. 

This last factor caused a further complication on the 17th, 
just as Dr. Luther's difficulties seemed at an end, when Canon 
Leicht, leader of the Bavarian People's Party, and Herr Held, the 
pavarian Premier, decided to oppose any government which included 
Herr Koch. At this juncture there arose the possibility of Dr. 
Luther's forming a Cabinet of experts and officials. Anxicus 
discussions took place during January 18th and 19th. Dr. Luther 
offered to give the Ministry of Pinance to Herr Koch instead of 
that of the Interior for which he had originally been designated. 
But to tris also the Bavarians objected, allewing that Uerr Koch 
was not sound on Bavaria's rights in the financial settlement with 
tne Reich, and that if anything a man with socialist leanings was 
less welcome at the Ministry of finance than in the Home Department. 
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A deadlock seemed inevitable. It was at this moment that 
President von Hindenburg further asserted his prerogetives. At 
a conference of perty leaders summoned at his palece on ins evening 
of the 19th he declared that "a Cabinet must mndw be formed" ara 
appealed to tre patriotism of the parties. As a result of this 
apneal and further conference Herr Koch was persuaded te stand 
aside. Later in the evening the formation of a Cabinet was 
announced as follows: 
Chancellor.,..-.Herr Luther ae 
Foreign Affairs, Herr Stresemann (German People's Party) 
Justice, Herr Marx 7 
Interior, Herr Kulz (Interior 
Pinance, Herr Reinhold ( Democrat) 
Labour, Herr Brauns Kaeo 
Communicationg, Herr Krohne (German People's Party) 
Posts, Herr Stingl (Bavarian People's goed 
Economic Affairs, Herr Curtius (German People's Party) 
Defence, Herr Gessler (German People's Party) 
The principal task of the new Government will be the execution 
of the Locarno Treaties and the steering safely of Germany into the 
League of Nations. 


2. The Political Situation in Prance. 


The confusion and unrest which have for some time become 
Ssucz charecteristic features of French pelitics have, if anything, 
been deepened by the events of the last fortnight. 

The Nationalist Congress of the Socialist Party which met on 
January 10th - 12th to discuss the question of the collaboration 
of that Party with the Radicals decided by a decisive vote against 
such a policy - this in spite of the opinions held by a group 
within the Socialist Party - the “participationists” which is 
under the leadership of M. Paul-Zoncour and Me. Renaudel. The 
decision of the Party, however, is so worded that the "pelitique 
de soutien" is again sanctioned. This means that the Sociaiistse 
will be justified in supnorting !:.. Briand's Government, and thus 
accomplish what is more pertinent to their own policy, i.e. they 
will be ableto lend the Governzent sufficient support to prevent 
it depending entirely on the Right Centre. 

The Chamber re-assembled on January l2th, and the same day the 
Finance Committee began its discussion,of the Government Finance 
Bill, in connection vith the two Oppesition Bills which had been 
drafted by the Socialiste.and Radicals. It is notewortay that on 
January lith tie Presidents of the Chambers of Coumerce in france 
pas3ed a resolution apvroving to a large cxtent of tne features of 
". Doumer's Bill. The Comilttee took two decisions. Tne first 
was to cut out of the Governnrent Bill all the parts providing for 
a sinking fund and repayments to the Banque de Franco - leaving 
this to be dealt with separately. The second decision was to 
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exclude from the revenue allocated by the 3:11 for Budxetary 
Purposes tne three milliaris io be crteirced from the supplenentary 
levy of income tax for 1925 (i. Louchsur's 5 ill) 

On January 11th the Com attire of Finance suppressed tiie lsst 
remaining characteristic feature of M. Douner's Bill - the tax 
on nayments. 

It anveared at first that ths critical position in which the 
Government was nliaced by the practical rejection of its Financzs 
Rill was to be relisved by an amerdment presented by ile Falcooz on 
January 15th. He proposed that th "tax on payments" snouid be 
restored for this year only. Me. Downer had indeed always maintained 
that it was only a provisional measure, but the Committee had appar- 
ently ignored this. 

It was understood that the members of the Radical Party were 
prepare’ to accevt the anendznent, but Radical representations on the 
Finance Comnittee remained officially onnosed to the tax principle. 
Outside of the "tax on payments" proposals, the Finance Comaittee did 
not in the main dopart far from those of M. Doumer. The main point 
of difference lay in the fact that the increases which it has intro- 
duced in M. Doumer's estimates apply to direct taxation, all the 
decreases to indirect taxation. This makes the receipts far less 
certain and prompt. 

On January 19th, H. Doumer attended a meeting of the Vinance 
Committee. %*. Doumer practically told the Committee that its 
proposals were valueless, pointing out that their taxes would not 
find the money in the necessary tinue. The meeting has only served 
to emphasise a deadlock fraught with menace for the French 
financial prospects. 

The situation is extremely confused, for the views exnressed 
by the Carc’t+]1 iss Gauches majority on the Finance Comaittee do not 
accurately prescat the feelings of the rank and file of the Radical 
Party, and it is impossible to forecast with any certainty the 
results of the debate on -£. Dowier's ill which opens on onday,

Headquarters' Documents. 

There now exist at the Headquarters of the Association a 
valuable collection ef documents wnich may be consulted, but not 
taken away, by members of the Associatién and tre Information 
Group. The most recent addition to these is the complete set 
of the French financial proposals, covering the period of the 
present crisis, which have been secured for the Association by its 
Hon. Correspondent in Paris. Other collections include documents 
on reparations, the Dawes Plan, the Security negotiations, the 
Tacna-Arica dispute, etc. 





Belgium's Var Debt. 

At its meeting on Friday, January 15th, the Reparation 
Commission, in accordance with Article 2323 of the Treaty of 
Versailles, fixed 5,612,385,422. 54 marks as the equivalent as on 
May lst, 1921, of the "sums which Belgium has borrowed from the 
Allied and Associated Governments up to November lith, 1918, to- 
gother with interest at the rate of five per cent per annum on such 
sums." 

The Commission also fixed as follows the distribution of the 
allotment of the annuities under the Experts! Plan to be applied 
to the reimbursement of the Belgian debt in execution of Article 4 
of the Financial Agreement of January l4th, 1925:

Scandinavian Conciliation Commission.

The Dutch Quinine jionopoly 
The Leasue of Nations is taking strong action to break the 


quinine monopoly which is held by an influential Amsterdam 
Syndicate. According to information collected by the Permanent 
Health Comnission, in the course of its investigations into the 
problem of malaria in the Balkans, Asia Minor, the Mediterranean 
and Africa, nine-tenths of the present world supply of quinine 
comes from Java and other Dutch Colonies. The output is deliben 
ately restricted, in spite of a serious world shortage, in order 
to keep up prices and provide handsome dividenw for the share~ 
holders. 

The League has appreached both the Syndicate and the Dutch 
Government, only to be met with the reply that the Quinine Ring 
is «cting solely te “stabilise the market". Other methods of 
solving the problem are now being tried. 

Important experiments are being carried out with a view to 
finding a substitute for quinine. There is reason t@ believe 
that other alkaloids of the cinchona plant, from which quinine 
is obtained, will be found valuable against malaria. Recent 
medical research suggests that "cinchonine" and "cinchonidine" 
may usurp the unique position previously held by quinine among 
anti-malarial drugs. 

The Arms Conference. 

Arrangements are rapidly being pushed forward for the 
Preliminary Conference on Disarmament to be held at Geneva on 
Fetrucry 15th. Viscount Cecil of Chelwood has been appointed to 
represent Great Britain. 

The three most important non-members of the League of Natiom 
it will be remembered, received invitati qs to participate. 

The United States has instructed Mr. Hugh Gibson, American 
Minister at Rerne, to attond. Germany will certainly be rep- 
resented. The Soviet Government has informed the League Secre- 
teriat that it has decided to accept the invitation, provided that 
the comnission does not meet on Swiss territory. 

The United States and Treaty khegistration. 

The United States Goverment has informed the Secretariat 
that it is now prepared to comrunicate to the League copies of all 
treaties or other international agreements concluded between the 
United States and other Powers. These will be published by the 
League in its “Treaty Series". 

Intellectual Co-oneration. 

On January l€th, the International Institute of Intellectual 
Co-overation was inaugureted at Peris by W. Doumergue, President 
of the French Republic.
